(EO ON and liberal as I have expe- 

rienced the public, and fortunate as 
my ſucceſs has been in adminiſtering zhe

And if I do not remove. them, I muſt 
ſuffer in the opinion of the intelligent 
reader ; whoſe opinion alone I value. 

The reafon of Mr. De Velnos for pre- 
ſerving the Recipe a ſecret was—that of 
private advantage ; corroborated by the au- 
dacious pretenſions of his perfidious agents: 
who imitated the preparation, and took 
out patents for thoſe imitations. 

It is known to perſons of the firſt credit 
and character in this country, that after 
obtaining full ſatisfaction on the efficacy 
and excluſive poſſeſſion of the recipe in 

Frith- 
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Frith-ſtreet, I purchaſed it for Four 
Thouſand Pounds. To ſecure my own 
property, I was under the difagreeable ne- 
ceſſity of expoſing the fraudulent preten- 
ſions of Burrows, Hodſon, Baylis, and 
Moulſdale; who vended pernicious pre- 
parations under ſimilar names: and I take 
every occaſion to warn the public, that the 
genuine Syrup of De Velnos' can be pre- 
pared only by me. 

It may be lamented, a medicine of ſuch 


reputed efficacy ſhould remain a ſecret. 


And I have received a meſſage from the 
Solicitor of the Royal College of Phyſicians, 
ſignifying their deſire, from the general ac- 
count of its effects, it might be examined 
for inſertion in the Pharmacopœia. The 
College confounded the genuine, with the 
ſputious ſpecification of Burrows, to ob- 
tain a patent. On my explaining the error

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to the Solicitor, they did not inſert the 
ſpurious ſpecification from the Patent Of- 


fice; and they could not apply to me for a 
recipe which has ever remained a ſecret. 
The mode to lay it open would be by an 


application to Parliament, which I have no 
reaſon for making, beſides the public ſa- 
| | tisfaction: and Parliamentary finances are 
"8 5 too deeply engaged for political meaſures, 
5 to allow any proviſions for the public 
3 health. 2 
K The Vegetable Syrup muſt therefore re- 
3 main under the diſadvantage of ſecrecy ; 
balanced by that confidence which is daily 
7 encreaſing by its effects; and, I hope, not 
injured by the pretenſions of its proprietor, 3 
| to honour and integrity. | 
I But many of the moſt powerful medi- 


cines in ordinary practice, are in effects, 


ſecrets. Though the general ingredients 
| of 
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of Dr. James's Powder are known, the 
mode of preparation is a ſecret. The 
Bark, Caſtor Oil, and all the ſtrong and 
effective chemical medicines, are known to 
be ſo adulterated and imitated as to be in 
effect noſtrums: but their general tendency 
are underſtood, and they are preſcribed. 

Indeed, if a phyſician were to preſcribe 
only thoſe medicines whoſe ingredients he 
was acquainted with, he would nearly an- 
nihilate his practice. And yet this is the 
pretended objection of ſome phyſicians to 
preſcribing Velnos' Vegetable Syrup. They 
fay, We know nothing of its com- 
«« ponent principles; and therefore cannot

Hardly a week has elapſed in 
this ſeaſon without my having a patient 
from Dr. Warren or Mr. John Hunter. 
Will it be imagined, that the general 
nature of the Vegetable Syrup is not un- 
derſtood by its effects? Or, if its being 
a ſecret medicine, neceſſarily implied diſ- 
honour in its preparation, a man of Dr. 
Warren's judgment and medical {kill 
would recommend it, as I know he does, 
to delicate female patients of the higheſt 
ranks; and conſigned to me difeafed ſub. 
jets, where the ſlighteſt metallic impo- 
ſitions would be fatal?

I have, therefore, at this time to con- 
tend only againſt the intereſted inſinuations 
of ſome low practitioners among ſurgeons 
and apothecaries ; who, in knowledge, and 
the preparation of paltry or adulterated 
drugs, ſhould be ranked with rat-catchers.

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It is by the whiſpers of ſuch reptiles, in 
credulous and ignorant families, the moſt 
improbable of all opinions is in any degree 
ſuſtained, that the power and efficacy of 
the medicine are owing to mercury. 

It is known at this time, to ſome thou- 
ſands in London, that the ingredients of 
the medicine are very numerous ; and from 
a view of my laboratory, it is ſeen the pro- 
ceſs is tedious and laborious. I have made 
many improvements in that proceſs, from 


a knowledge of chemiſtry, which my pre- 


deceſſors did not poſſeſs; and the effect is 
acknowledged in the ſuperior efficacy and 
elegance of the medicine. To what pur- 
poſe would be ſuch trouble, if a vehicle 
only werejto be prepared for mercury? And 


why ſhould mercury, in my hands, cure 


diſeaſes which it will not effect in thoſe of 
others? Dr. Warren and Mr. John Hun-

ter, or any of the phyficians I have named, 
underſtand the operation of mercury in all 
its applications. They know that a ran- 
dom and indiſcreet uſe of it is fatal. And 


would they confign their moſt opulent and 
beſt patients to that danger, in the uſe of 
Velnos' Vegetable Syrup, if they ſuppoſed 
it contained mercury ? 

But every chemiſt muſt, or may know, 
it does not. Dr. Watſon, biſhop of Lan- 
daff, and Dr. Hinchliffe, biſhop of Peter-

The 
Faculty having taken leave, and the laſt 
ceremonies of religion being in view—the 
biſhop of Landaff, wiſhing to catch at any 
hope of ſaving his friend, did me the 
honour of writing to me; and, on my 
opinion, the Syrup was adminiſtered ; reſ: 
cued the patient, and reſtored him to full 
health. From that moment, his Lordſhip 
became the decided and warm friend of 
the medicine: and I take this public op- 


portunity of bearing my grateful teſtimony 
to the uncommon patience and humanity

* doubts on the ſubjet; and I will not 
* accept your confidence, leſt I ſhould be 
te tempted to quit the biſhoprick, and ad-

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The ſolicitude to extend its benefits to 
the afflicted by the biſhop of Peterborough, 
by Mrs. Hinchliffe, by Dr. Spencer Ma- 
dan, &c. &c. may furniſh medical venom 
for the ſhafts of ſatire ; but the ſucceſs of 
their humane interpoſitions, and the mo- 
tives impelling them, leave that within the 
boſom which ſatire cannot reach; and I 
will not diſcredit it by my feeble deſcrip- 
tion or praiſe. | 

Dr. Ainſlie, not only recommended it to 
his friends, but in public lectures at Cam- 
bridge, beſtowed on it the higheſt praiſe as 
efficacious and vegetable. 

Theſe teſtimonies may be ſufficient to 
remove the effects of intereſted malignity, 


on ignorant and credulous minds. But I 


will add, that one of the firſt Commoners 
in Great Britain, in point of property and 
and talents, I mean William Pultney, Eſq.

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quainted with the elements of chemiſtry, 
in a certain and almoſt inſtantaneous mode 
of diſcoverin g the /ma/let quantity of me- 
tallic preparation intermixed with a veget- 
able ſyrup. I have been obliged to give 
particular attention to ſuch a mode, as the 
imitations and adulterations of my medi- 
Cine, by adventurers, agents, &c. are numer- 
ous, artful, and perplexing. 

The only remaining. 8 of any 
weight, in my knowledge is, that the 
Vegetable Syrup is recommended for ſo 
many diſeaſes, as to be ſubject to the im- 
putations on univerſal remedies. 

The Vegetable Syrup of De Velnos is a 
remedy only, where: morbid matter has been 
retained, repelled, or introduced into ' the 
lymph.

Morbid matter, by 
theſe means, is retained in the lymph; con- 
veyed into the blood; and occaſions inflam- 
mations, and obſtructions of various ap-

Inflammations, called ſcorbutic, may pro- 
ceed from numerous cauſes; from blows, 
contuſions, and ſuch external accidents ; 
from the contraction of the ſmaller veſ- 


ſels, external or internal; from ſpaſm, . 


£omprefſion, and obſtruction of numerous 
kinds; from difficulties in the paſſage of 
the 
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the blood at the extremities of the arteries ; 
from its thickneſs, viſcidity, mixture with 
heterogeneous or virulent matter ; and va- 
rious other alterations. Theſe alterations

It is by its operation on the ban 
ſyſtem, and purifying what are called the 
juices that the Vegetable Syrup proves 
a medicine of ſuch extenſive effects.

Some have a 
malignant kind, with hard tumors under 
the ſkin, and ſwellings of the glands ; par- 
ticularly of the arm- pits Children have 
deep. and obſtinate ulcerations; eryſipelas 
of the head and face; and coughs more or 
leſs violent, as the erruptions appear or 
diſappear.

I muſt charge the reader to remember,

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that no external remedies be uſed, until 
the humours are purified by the Syrup.

The firſt ſymptoms of this diſeaſe, if 
approaching the lungs, are a hard dry 
cough, and difficulty of breathing, on 


moving briſkly : if in the ſpleen or liver, a 


ſenſe of pain and uneaſineſs in the region; 
if in the glands of the meſentery, frequent 


ſeats 
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ſeats of the complaint, the appetite will 
vary, the breath will be often offenſive, 
and the thirſt great; pains will take place 
in the bowels, the belly will enlarge, and a 
fluctuating fever will affect the ſkin, The 
rickets, white ſwellings, tumors on the 
back part of the head, and under the chin, 
ſwollen lips, eruptions round the mouth, 
and behind the ears; inflamed eyes and 
eye laſhes, morbid appearances of the fin- 
gers and toes, &c. &c. are indications of 
Scrophula, which ſhould be attended to; 
and timely remedies applied. Among 
thoſe remedies the Vegetable Syrup of Mr, 
de Velnos has been lately drawn into the 
firſt notice, and has been ſucceſsful far be- 
yond any preparations of mercury, anti- 
mony, and hemlock, on which the hopes 
of the common practice are founded.

HE reader will obſerve, that I do 
not with to involye myſelf in the 
buſineſs of Inoculation, or the treatment 
of the Small-Pox. I have already more 


ſubjects of attention than are conſiſtent with 


any hopes of quiet and leiſure, 

My Hints to Families, on the preſent 
management of this diſeafe, has occaſioned 
a general alarm ; and to faye the trouble of 
numerous applications at my houſe, I will 
introduce here a few explanatory obſerva- 
tions and caſes. | 

When the matter of the Small Pox has 
taken effet—the objects of every reaſon- 
able practitioner are, to correct the acri- 


mony of the humours; to promote eruption 
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and ſuppuration, by gentle diaphoretics, if 


nature be languid ; to reſiſt the tendency to 


putrefaction in the decline of the diſeaſe ; 
and to carry off the remaining impurities. 
It would drive an apothecary to diſtraction, 
whoſe hopes of ſubſi ſtence are on the 
number, and counteraction of his intricate 
preparations, if I were to aſſure him, on 
the general principle already ſtated, that the 
Vegetable Syrup would anſwer all theſe 
purpoſes, —But I want not to enter into 
competiton with apothecaries on this ground 
“ Live and let live,” is a moral maxim. 
But I cannot behald with indifference, the 
daily victims brought to me, of the cool 
repelling practice now in fathion in the 
Small-Pox.

On the moſt minute examination of 
theſe caſes, I have found that the patients 
have been expoſed, after the infection, in 
cold windy weather ; and the evacuation of 
the morbid matter checked. 

I need not obſerve, that a ſimilar treat- 
ment in the Meaſles will have ſimilar effects. 
I have had great numbers of children, 
whoſe ſpots have been ſuffered to diſappear 
from ſlight cold; whoſe coughs have indi- 
cated putreſcent vomicz on the lungs, and 


who 
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who have had dropfical fymptoms from 


_ obſtructions of the meſenteric glands. 


I ſhall only obſerve, that in the Small- 
Pox and Meaſles, when the Vegetable Syrup 
has been adminiſtered, it has affiſted diffi- 
eult eruptions ; and no perfon taking it 
has had the uſual ſymptoms in any great 
degree, of frightful dreams, oppreſſions of 
the breaſt, pain at the throat, conſtipation 
of the belly, or epileptic fits.

In children, who conſtitute the moſt nu- 
merous claſſes of my patients, an atrophy, 
or an emaciated ſtate, wearing the appear- 
ance of Conſumption, generally ariſes from 
a ſcorbutic, or ſchirrous induration of the 
meſeraic glands. In theſe caſes, the belly 
is inflated, and all the functions of the child 
depraved. I can refer to children, with 

H 2 the 
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the countenances of milk-maids, who were 
brought to me with flaccid and emaciated 
limbs; the abdomen diſtended; the breath- 
ing ſhort and difficult; the body weak and 
weary : the bowels ſometimes looſe, and 
ſometimes bound ; the appetite irregular ; 
cold food coveted ; the temples collapſed ; 
the whole face ghaſtly : the ſhoulders pro- 
minent, like wings ; the food paſſing undi- 
geſted ; pains at the region of the navel ; 
the urine ſometimes thick, ſometimes high 
coloured ; and at night, a heat and thirſt 
almoſt intolerable. 
Learning that, on diſſection, the meſeraic 
glands have been obſtructed, where the 
rickets have proved fatal, I have applied the 
Medicine with fucceſs, where the ſeveral 
parts of the childrens' bodies have been 
diſproportioned. 
When Dropiy, Conſumption, Aſthma, 
Hectic, 
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Hectic, and Diarrhza ſupervene, in theſe 
caſes they are generally fatal. 

Diſeaſes of a ſimilar nature in youth; 
and particularly in young women on the 
point of menſtruation, are generally owing 
to going out too ſoon after the Small- Pox 
or Meaſles, to the repulſion of cutaneous 
eruptions, or the retention of menſtrual 
matter, which the conſtitution has not ſuf- 
ficient force to diſcharge. A ſpecies of 
Aſthma, called tightneſs on the breaſt, at- 
tended with a teaſing and dangerous cough ; 
and what is called the hooping cough, are 
owing ſometimes to an ill conſtitution of 
the air; but generally to ſudden obſtructions 
of perſpiration, to the improper treatment 
of criſes in the Small-Pox, and other morbid 
diſorders, or to the repulſion of eryſipelatous 
and other eruptions. 

Cutaneous effloreſcences, and eruptions

| periods of Conſumption. It generally ariſes 
4 from irritations of the ſtomach, inteſtines, 
if and nerves, from the remains of ſmall-pox, 
| petechial fevers, healing up of old ulcers, the 
repreſſion

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repreſſion of eruptions, &c. ; for the diſeaſe 
is often carried off by eruption, the appear- 
ance of the menſes, ſmall-pox, meaſles, &c. 
Chronical epilepſies are generally ad- 
judged to be occaſioned by acrid ſcorbutic 
lymph ; and they are commonly treated 
with bliſters and iſſues. 
The Aſthma, and palpitation of the heart 
— ſo diſtreſſing to patients of this kind, I 
muſt mention—as by taking out the roots, | 
all the evil branches have diſappeared in tze 
uſe of the Vegetable Syrup.

1 AM ſorry that indolence and forgetfulneſs have 
conſpired to delay my writing a caſe in which your 
Syrup has been ſo efficacious, Your pamphlet aſked 
for ſuch communications, and I determined to com- 
ply with the requeſt, conſidering it leſs an act of 
juſtice to yourſelf, than of humanity to any, who 
may labour under ſimilar complaints.

The firſt took up 
ſix weeks without being of the leaſt ſervice; the 
climate juſt kept me alive, but ſo much weaker, that 
in the ſummer I returned to England, merely to ſet- 
tle ſome buſineſs, propoſing to go back to the Con- 
tinent about September ; but in the interim, the ap- 
pearance of ſome eruptions on the ſkin, together 
with a large abſceſs that had formed in my thigh, 
led me to ſuſpe& ſome ſcorbutic tendency, and de- 
termined me to try your Medicine, which I had heard 
commended. The ſucceſs exceeded all belief, nor 
can I deſcribe its effects better than by ſaying, that 
in a ſpace of time, almoſt incredibly ſhort, I was 
well, and grew fat ; conſequently all thoughts of go- 
ing abroad were laid aſide ! and this is the ſecond 
winter I am ſpending without inconvenience, in a 
climate I before could not exiſt in.

IN A LETTER FROM THE REV. DAVID WILLIAMS 
| To THE AUTHOR. 


SIR, 


Wrraovt the uſual introduction on gratitude, 
or public motives; to the influence of which I am 
not inſenſible:— I will relate my caſe— 

A fever left near my ancle a livid ſpot ; in the cen- 
tre of which a punCture, almoſt imperceptible, diſ- 
charged an ichor which diſcoloured my ſtocking. I 
applied to a ſurgeon, who furniſhed me with a 
plaiſter, and gave me medicines. The ſpot, taking 


a new 
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a new appearance and tending to an ulcer, I confulted 
a phyſician, who preſcribed pills, and ordered an iſſue 
beneath my knee. Under that treatment, my leg 


was healed : and, on a journey in the following ſum- 
mer, the iſſue was dried up. I paſſed the winter but 
indifferently; a cough, to which J had not been ſub- 
ject, rendered the nights reſtleſs. In the ſpring, my 


face and head were covered with pimples; ſo that I 
could not wear my hair. I put myſelf under the beſt 


medical direction in my knowledge; and uſed me- 


dicine internal and external, with various ſucceſs, 
more than a year. I accidentally ſaw, in an old ma- 
gazine, a preparation of brimſtone ſtrongly recom- 
mended in caſes like mine, and I determined on a 
trial of it. In a few weeks the pimples Jiſappeared - 


but brimſtone is a violent medicine ; it brought on a 


dyſentery, from which I very narrowly eſcaped, after 


2 confinement of three months. 


Under theſe proceſſes, conſumptive ſymptoms 
gradually gained ground; and I could perceive my 
medical acquaintance ſought only to check them by 
regulations of diet, or change of air. 


My engagements being numerous ; ſome of them 


requiring 
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requiring the vigour and fortitude of the beſt health, 
I was haraſſed by the alternate neceſſity of occaſional 


abſence and immoderate application. In this ſtate, 
and without any cauſe in my knowledge, I awoke in 
a morning nearly blind; my eyes and the regions 
around them inflamed ; fiery ſparks or corruſcations 
attending the admiſſion of light, and rendering me 
totally incapable of buſineſs. 

It would be tedious and diſtreſſing to the reader, 
to follow me through all the means I uſed to attempt 
the remoyal of that calamity, or to provide for ſub- 
miſſion to it. Some idea may be conceived of the 
fituation, by knowing, though my occupation and 
amuſement were Jetters, I paſſed two years without 
reading even a newſpaper ; without eating animal 
food, or drinking fermented liquor. The difficulty 
of my caſe was that of reconciling the uſe of mer- 
cury for my eyes, with thoſe ſtrong ſymptoms of 
Conſumption which often menaced my life. 

Being reconciled to the vegetable diet, and relying 
on the high reputation of its adviſer, I determined 
on a journey, and to remain in the country the 
whole ſummer, I returned in improved health; but 


my 
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my ſight continued weak and imperfect. A phyſi- 
cian of great {kill in diſeaſes of the eyes was warmly 
recommended; and I put myſelf under his care. He 
bled me freely; and ordered pills, compounded of 
antimony and mercury; aſſuring me, they would not 
bring on the aſthmatic or pulmonary evils, * 
were deemed my conſtitutional diſorders. 

Whenever I took mercury, it flattered my hopes 
but always to aggravate diſappointment. The com- 
plaints in and around my eyes were abated; but I 
was ſo emaciated, and ſhattered, that I could hold 
hardly any thing in my hands; the pulmonary diſ- 
orders returned with increaſed violence; and the 
medicines and regulations were exchanged for the 
bark, copaiva pills, and a tonic diet. The exchange 
reſtored my ſpirits in ſome degree ; and I walked out : 
but in attempting to croſs a ſtreet with a little ra- 
pidity, a ſuppreſſion of all my powers ſuddenly took 
place, which were reſtored the inſtant I touched the 
pavement by a fall. I conſidered it as the prelude 
of ſpeedy diſſolution: and having conſulted every 
man of peculiar {kill in my general diſorder, I re- 
ſolved not to mention the accident to my friends, 

and 
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and to ſubmit quietly to my fate. In a few days, as 
I was ſitting at table, I fell on the carpet; and was 
once more anxiouſly and humanely attended by 
medical friends. But the meaſures propoſed not 
awakening any hopes, I turned my attention to the 
beſt mode of being diſentangled from all engage- 


ments; drew around me thoſe on whom I could de- 


pend in helpleſs extremities; and awaited the ſtroke 
of my laſt enemy. | 5 4 

In this general ſtate, but with conſiderable vari- 
ations of health, you found me, when you repeatedly 
called, on account of difficulties created by lawyers 
in the purchaſe of Velnos' Vegetable Syrup.

A Middle-aged man, who had been ſor ſeveral 
complaints, felt a rheumatic pain in his left ſide, af- 
ter an expoſure to cold in the month of May laſt 
year; which pain aſcended and deſcended on the ſame 
fide from the collar bone to the hip; ſometimes ex- 
tended, and ſometimes contracted within the compaſs 
of half- a- crown, when it was very violent, and at- 
tended with a continual remitting fever. In this way 
the patient continued till the month of Auguſt; 
when he plainly. obſerved, all on a ſudden, the pain 
go down from the fide to his left teſticle, where it 
occaſioned an inflammation, which laſted a week, 
when it entirely left that, and went to the right teſ- 


ticle, which it inflamed in the ſame manner. This 
inflammation laſted longer, and was brought to ſup- 
puration by poultices; in which ſtate it continued 
three weeks, when the patient went into an hoſpital, 
where he felt ſharp rheumatic pain, with fever, which

No- 
thing but poultices were applied externally for a 
whole month, when the patient left the hoſpital, 
without being in the leaſt better.

1 CAME to England, as I propoſed, with a view to 
chat information which the reputation of Engliſh 
literature promiſes. The hoſpitals in and neat 
London firſt attracted my attention. Nlagnificence 
of ſtructure, and large revenues, highly elevated my 
expectations; and you may imagine my diſappoint- 
ment, on finding their medical management to be in 
general negligent, often unſkilful, and ſometimes 
cruel, 

That I may not appear to ſeek ſhelter in general 
charges, I will ſtate facts; which I think conſiderably 
affect the medical character of England. 

In the year 1987, in ſome viſits I made at St. 
George's Hoſpital, a patient, whoſe name was Shailer, 
attracted my particular attention. He was the ſer- 
vant of James Allarde, Eſq. in Charlotte-ſtreet,

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Bloomſbury. The right teſtiele was laid bare ; the 
interior part of the ſcrotum conſumed, and a copi- 


ous diſcharge of pus took place. He had been ſent 
to the hoſpital to hate che teſticle extirpated; which. 


Mr. John Hunter had declared to be the only method 
of cure. The application of cauſtics, previous to the 
operation, occaſioned an inflammation, which ex- 
tended to the left teſticle, and brought on a ſimilar 
ſuppuration. Having waited two. months, the in- 
flammation continued; and his life being in imminent 


danger, the poor man was extremely deſirous of ap-
